Sin,—The Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, in responding to the toast of “ His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and. Pros- 
perity to Ireland ” at the annua] dinner of 
the Dublin Branch of the Scottish Benevolent 
Society of St. Andrew, ‘said that he had 
known every Lord Lieutenant for the past 
forty years, and that they were al] animated 
by the desire, as far as they could, to 
promote the prosperity of Ireland. | With 
that estimate, widely as I may have differed 
from the policy of some of the Lords Lieu- 
tenant in the period of the Provost's ex; 
perience, | am in agreement. 

The Provost’s appreciation of the holders of 
the Viceregal office in his time is of interest 
by reason of the poignancy of the contrast 
with the appreciation of Archbishop Whately 
—one of the Provost’s predecessors in the 
Archbishopric of Dublin—of the [Irish 
Viceroys of his time. Archbishop Whately 
gave the following description of the ordinary 
Lord Lieutenant as he had known him to Mr. 
N. W. Semior on October “th. 1852 :—‘* ine 
Lord Lieutenant’s days and nights are wasted 
on intrigues and party squabbles—or the 
management of the Press and the management 
of fétes—on deciding what ruined gambler is 
to have this stipendiary magistracy, and what 
Repealer is to. be conciliated by asking his 
wife and danghter to that concert—1in. short, 
on things nine-tenths of which cannot, be so 
well treated as by being left alone.” (Senior's 
‘‘ Journals Relating to Ireland, II.,’’ p. 57.) 

In a little book, of which there is no copy 
in the Library of Trinity College, which I 
have, but cannot find, entitled ‘‘ Archbishop 
Whately’s Common-Place Book,” . published 
after the death of the Archbishop and edited 
by his daughter, there is a memorandum by 
the Archbishop, written in 1860, if I remem 
hér aright, denouncing the Lord Lieutenancy 
in language far less restrained than the 
words recorded by Mr. Senior.—Yours, etc.,

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THE BETHESDA FEMALE ORPHAN

The annual appeal for the Bethesda Female 
Orphan School, now the oldest orphan school 
in Dublin, will be made at a sale of work to 
be held in the Molesworth Hall on Friday.

There 
are a limited number of free scholarships for 
total orphans (at present all fflled), but there 
will be vacancies for paying pupils next term.

the best steeplechasers and hurdle racers that 
flourished in the seventies of the last century 
were exploited in the days of the iate George 
Verrall. Although the fields are seldom’ of 
prolific size at Gatwick, the racing is in- 
Variably excellent, and it is likely to be so 
to-day, without rising to great heights as re- 
gards importance. Several races closed some- 
what weakly in a numerical sense, and it will 
be noticed that the Tinsley Steeplechase, with 
eight entries, embraces two representatives 
of G. Poole’s stable. As a matter of fact, 
this trainer is responsible for thirty-five 
entries during the two days, and G, Bennett 
can boast of a score of nominations. A total 
of fifty-five from two stables in two days’ 
racing is a tall order. Poole also holds 
twenty-five nominations at Sandown. In 
these circumstances it is difficult to make 
selections satisfactorily overnight, but neither 
stable may annex the Croydon Hurdle Race.
